‘| Vigorous and progressive than ever to-day, 


was founded as far back as 1766, little short 
of two centuries ago, though the name 
Walpole did not appear in the title till 1816, 
when the premises in Suffolk street were

Walpole (Ireland), Ltd., with its branch 
concerns in Belfast, London and New York, 
can trace their lineal descent from the firm 
founded by Thomas Simmons, of Mountrath, 
who was uncle of the first Walpole to come 
in, 


DUBLIN'S IMPORTANT PART 


The house thus was a well-established one 
in the eighteenth century, and it serves as 
a reminder of the importance of Dublin ‘at 
that time as a linen centre. The old Dublin 
Linen Hall, opened in 1726, was for the 
greater part of a century the headquarters 
of an extensive export trade; but the City’s 
relative importance in the linen trade in 
Ireland is most strikingly illustrated by 
statistics, which show that in 1813 Dublin 
exported to New York 278,650 yards out of 
a total of 287,628 yards from the whole of Ire- 
land.

CONTINUED PROGRESS 


Since then its record has been one of con- 
tinued progress and _ success. Changes, 
developments and expansions marked the 
passing of the years, and proclaimed in indis- 
putable manner the firm’s important hold 
upon the purchasing public. There was here 
no laissez faire policy of sitting back and 
resting on its laurels; no attitude of mere 
contentment with past history. The older 
the firm grew the more virile and progressive 
did it become, and to-day that policy is 
clearly seen in the important expansion that 
has just taken place, 


THE NEW EXTENSION 


Some time ago adjacent premises, 
Sey occupied by Messrs. Pigott and 

fessrs. Dixon and MHempenstall, were 
acquired and levelled, and now upon their 
site has risen a handsome building, with a 
frontage of over fifty-four feet, so that the 
entire front of the firm’s premises now runs 
over a considerable portion of the northern 
side of Suffolk street. The upper portion of 
the elevation of the new building is in Ballin- 
phellic rustic brickwork, with a central 
feature, cornice and dressings of Portland 
stone, giving a pleasing effect. The shop 
itself has the fascia and pilasters finished in 
cream colourcrete, with a base and surround 
of Bon Accord Aberdeen granite. 

A very attractive feature is the manner in 
which a considerable space on the ground 
floor has been devoted to the installation, in 
island form, of the shop windows and displa 
cases. They are constructed in bronze metal, 
with cork tiled flooring. The remainder of 
the ground floor is to be used for additional 
accommodation for the millinery, costume 
and hosiery departments, as well as for four 
additional fitting-on rooms. 

The pannelling, fittings and fixtures on 
this floor are all of _ polished oak, with 
an inlay of walnut, the entrance doors also 
being of walnut. 

The first floor is to be used as an extension 
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of the cretonne, down quilt and blanket de- 
partments, in which the firm do a large busi- 
ness; it is well lighted both from front and 
rear. ' 

The second and third floors—the latter of 
which is @ great single salon extending over 
the entire floor space, are devoted to work- 
rooms, while the basement contains blanket 
stores, boiler house, staff lavatories, etc. 

Both the new reinforced concrete staircase 
and the automatic electric passenger lift are 
so constructed as to serve both the new and 
the old premises; while there is also direct 
access between departments on the basement, 
ground, first and third floors. 


SUNSHINE LIGHTING 


A special feature has been made of the light- 
ing of the shop windows and the ground and 
first floors, a bright daylight effect being 
produced by ceiling panels of high intensity 
discharge tubes. This particular system of 
lighting is designed to give a shadowless 
**sunshine’’ effect, and is obtained by using 
a combination of coloured luminescent disy 
charge tubes of very high efficiency. 

Although very popular in America—where 
it has atremendous vogue—and in other coun- 
tries, it is only recently that the demand for 
it has arisen in this country. There have 
been sufficient installations during the last 
two or three years to prove the efficiency and 
economy of this type of lighting, and it is 
only a matter of time before it becomes quite 
a normal feature. 


GUARDS AGAINST FIRE 


A fire-escape has been provided at the rear 
of the building, from the second and third 
floors, while armoured fireproof doors are 
fitted in all openings between the new and 
the old premises. 

To avoid any risk of accident through slip- 
ping, carborendum tiles are inserted in the 
stair treads and in the flooring of porches, 
while the floors of customers’ and staff dress- 
ingrooms are finished with compressed cork 
tiles. 

The whole work has been cafried out from 
the design and under the supervision of the 
architects, Messrs. W. M. Mitchell and Sons, 
FF.R.I.A4.I., 6 Merrion square, N., Dublin.

THE RUMANIAN 
CHURCH 


ITS INDEPENDENCE AND 
TOLERANCE 
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“The Rumanian Church,” was the subject 
of an interesting lecture given to members 
of the Irish branch of the Anglican and 
Eastern Churches’ Association by Professor 
Nandris, at No. 5 Leinster street, Dublin, 
yesterday. 

The Rev. R. R. Hartford, B.D., presided. 

Professor Nandris, who has arrived in this 
country recently from Rumania, spoke of 
the relationship between the Rumanian 
Church and the Churches of other countries, 
and said that Christianity wag older in 
Rumania than in any other country in South- 
Eastern Europe. There were 107 monasteries 
and nunneries in Rumania, and the monastic 
centres played an important part in the 
spiritual life of the country. 

The orthodox Church brought Byzantine 
art back to life, and the churches themselves 
were ornamented inside and out with Byzan- 
tine frescoes, in glowing colours, which have 
lasted throughout four centuries. 

A characteristic of the Rumanian Church 
was its lack of fanaticism and its great feel- 
ing of tolerance. In Rumanian history there 
was no trace of religious oppression or of 
persecution to be found. 

Although the Rumanian Church to-day had 


bonds of dogma with all other orthodox 

(uurches, it was completely independent, 

from the ecclesiastical point of view.

A Suggestion Towards Self- 
Sufficiency 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Owing to recent events, and future 
possibilities due to the war, Eire is faced 
with a problem never so serious since the 
days of famine. Those of us who are not 
concerned with the tasks of our leading 
politicians can safely put politics aside and 
play their part to ensure the liberty of all 
free-thinking peoples in the future. No 
individua! is of any use to his country unless 
his own machinery is fumctioning in the 
first place. So the foremost problem of the 
day is ‘‘ food '—enough food for all. 

Every owner of land must redouble his 
efforts to try and produce more than he 
needs for normal household purposes. Apart 
from the dange: of fewer supply ships: reach- 
ing our shores it is obvious we must become 
more dependent on home produce, amd thus 
reduce the gap between imports and exports 
to the benefit of our over-taxed country. 
The livestocx trade can safely be left to 
those who are responsible for trade agree- 
ments with Great Britain. Tillage and more 
tillage is essential, and every farmer must 
try and be in a position to say when the 
1941 harvest is reaped: “I have enough to 
keep “r family and even more than sa

BY SCRUTATOR. 
€¢ A GREAT hierarchy rules in White- 


hall. on whose integrity and de- 
votion no shadow of criticism 
rests. They ave the watchdogs of national 
expenditure, and no guardians could be more 
vigilant, But to-day the very merits of a 
system of scratiny and control, which grew 
up in other circumstances, hinder rather than 
help the emergency efforts of the nation.” 
In these terse sentences the writer of a 
series of articles in recent issues of the 
Manchester Guardian pays tribute to the 
British Civil Servite, but points to the 
dangers of a system which normally com- 
mands “the admiration and envy of other 
nations’? when abnormal demands call for 
the suspension of ‘‘a technique based on 
minute examination and control of all pro- 
posals’’ in which ‘‘scrutiny is frequently 
carried to excessive and stultifying lengths.” 
Suggesting that certain Civil Service insti- 
tutions at present “lie like so much wreckage 
on the top of public business,” the Guardian 
contributor (who write: with obvious inner 
knowledge and detachment) gives voice to 
the widespread fear that other, and less con- 
ventional, methods are necessary ‘‘in respect 
of swift and novel measures, on the prompt 
execution df which the continued existence of 
the nation may. depend.”

where, since the beginning of the century, 
the operation of departmental machinery 
gradually passed under the control of a new 
type of what may be described as statesmen 
civil servants—picked men, specially trained 
in the science and the philosophy of public 
administration. ‘The third fact is that Eire’s 
Civil Service personnel—too frequently re- 
cruited for political reasons—has_ recently 
expanded at a quite abnormal pace, and that 
it now represents & much higher proportion 
of the population than prevails in Great 
Britain. 

Thus two factors—lack of special training 
for higher executivo duties and rapid recruit- 
ment of ‘‘key’”’ officials because of their 
political affiliations—distinguish LEire’s civil 
administration from that of Whitehall. 

While it must be presumed that such 
absence of training in the higher branches of 
administration produces definite and serious 
disadvantages, it is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose that it has secured some compensating 
results. The very fact that individuals dis- 
played originality of mind and initiative in 
other fields of public activity might be pre- 
sumed to supply similar qualities in the 
sphere- of administration. One is, indeed, 
free to recognise that the introduction of 
some such elements has not been uniformly 
disadvantageous. In certain cases the co- 
operation of enterprising amateurs with 
trained and traditionally-minded officials has 
probably served to widen and humanise de- 
partmental outlooks. 


TEMPERAMELT AND 
TRAINING 


That admission made, it becomes necessary 
to take note of other factors, notably those 
of temperament and habits of mind. Differ-

VARIATION OF DUTIES 


At its meeting yesterday the Government 
made a number of Orders under the 
Emergency Imposition of Duties Act, 1933, 
varying the duties on cotton and union 
woven piece goods and re-enacting the duty 
on linen woven piece goods. 

Orders under the Control of Imports Acts, 
1934 and 1937, were also made by the 
Government prohibiting the importation, save 
under licence, on and after the 26th June, 
1940, of different kinds of cotton and union 
woven piece goods. Under the Control of 
Imports Acts, 1954 and 1937, a register will 
be set up in the Department of Industry and 
Commerce in respect of each Order.
